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A  MOVIE  WITH  ANTI-CHINESE 
RACIAL  SLURS

Uproar.  That’s  how  the 
Toronto  Chinese  community 
reacted  to  the  recently  released 
movie,  Year  of  the  Dragon . 
Directed  by  Michael  Cimino, 
Year  of  the  Dragon  is  about  a 
Caucasian  policeman  who  is 
determined,  at  all  costs,  to 
single-handedly  “clean-up”  the 
Chinese  Mafia  in  New  York’s 
Chinatown.  Ostensibly,  it  is  an 
exciting  thriller  with  all  the 
elements  of  a  good-guy  versus 
the  bad-guys  movie:  the  chase 
scenes,  the  insane  violence  and 
the  blood  and  gore.  Underneath, 
however,  it  is  aimed  at  the 
Chinese  with  racist  remarks, 
ranging  from  subtle  to  blatant. 
Combined  with  an  unrealistic 
plot  with  unrealistic  characters, 
it  stereotypes  Chinatown  as  a 
dirty  hellhole  infested  with 


prostitutes,  extortionists,  and 


very 


assassins.  Overall,  _ 
negative  view  of  the  Chinese 
people  is  presented.  To  make  it 
even  worse,  the  seemingly 
positive  remarks  arc  sarcastic  or 
mocking. 

Mickey  Rourke  plays  the 
tough  cop,  Stanley  White,  who 
dispenses  the  many  blatant  racist 
remarks  which  are  disgustingly 
vulgar.  Undoubtedly  a  bigot,  he 
comments  that  “the  Chinese  did 
not  help  build  the  railroads  of 
America.”  Being  the  new 
marshal  of  Chinatown,  he 
accosts  a  group  of  Chinese 
businessmen  about  the 
organized  crime  in  Chinatown, 
"One  thousand  years?  This  is 
Airam  and  it’s  only  two  lindral 
years  old  and  you  have  to  get 
your  clocks  straight.  You’re  not 
special  here.”  He  is  the  "hero” 


who  is  out  to  vanquish  all  the 
Chinese  gangs  and  declares 
“war”  on  Chinatown. 

The  story  cynically  mocks  the 
Chinese  as  being  clumsy  and 
incompetent.  White’s 

undercover  Chinese  sidekick  is 
an  insult  to  the  Chinese  for  he  is 
depicted  as  a  nervous  wreck  who 
misses  the  target  by  a  mile  during 
gun  practice  and  drives  on  the 
left-hand  side  of  the  street.  (He’s 
so  new  in  town,  he  still  thinks 
he’s  in  Hong  Kong).  At  one 
point  he  wants  to  quit  his  job.  He 
gives  a  speech  to  White  on  how 
he  is  not  going  to  do  his  dirty 
work  for  him  anymore.  He  tells 
of  how  advanced  the  Chinese 
culture  was  during  ancient  times. 
He  laments  how  many  Chinese 
died  while  digging  gold  and  silver

for  the  “white  demons.”  He 

furiously  quits  his  job.  In  the 

next  scene,  he  is  shown  back  at 

his  undercover  job  with  no 

explanation  carrying  loads  of 

barbequedpork. 

The  subtler,  “subliminal” 
racism  comes  from  the  Chinese 
actors  themselves.  The  lead 
villain  Joey  Tai  (John  Lone)  is 
arrested  as  Chinatown  is  being 
busted.  The  news  reporter,  Tracy 
Tzu,  asks  him  if  organized  crime 
exists.  He  replies,  “Certainly 
not.  Why  do  you  insist  on  using 
that  cynical  ‘Charlie  Chan’ 
image?”  and  talks  about  positive 
things  such  as  providing  food  for 
the  hungry  and  care  for  the  aged. 
Imagine  a  gangster  saying  such 
things! 

Year  of  the  Dragon  left  me 
with  the  impression  that  where 
there  is  an  increasing  Chinese 
population,  there  is  an 
increasing  organized  crime  rate. 
Toronto  is  often  referred  to  by 
head  mobster  Joey  Tai  as  the 
place  to  get  street  punks.  Is  it  just 
because  Toronto  has  one  of  the 
fastest  rising  Chinese 
communities  in  North  America? 
No,  I  am  not  denying  the 
existence  of  Chinese  organized 
crime  in  North  American  cities; 
it  probably  does  exist.  But  evil 
undoubtedly  exists  in  every 
civilized  culture.  I  am  distressed 
by  the  way  the  movie  treats  the 
situation  —  .  real  facts  are 
distorted.  The  movie  depicts  the 
evil  Chinese  as  cold-blooded 
murderers  without  any  motives. 
The  “Rambo”  type  violence 
used  by  the  cop  and  the  gangsters 
are  outrageously  sensationalized 
and  overly  graphic.  We  have 
enough  violencein  this  world. 


Fortunately,  there  is  some 
action  being  taken  against  this 
racism.  The  Chinese  Canadian 
National  Council,  along  with 
other  Chinese  community 
groups,  organized  a  protest  on 
Saturday,  August  24,  in  front  of 
the  University  Theatre  on  Bloor 
Street.  More  than  100  concerned 
citizens  were  present  chanting, 
marching  and  carrying  signs. 
Theatres  in  Los  Angeles  and 
Vancouver  noticed  the  movie 
was  damaging  to  the  Chinese  and 
have  already  placed  disclaimers 
to  avoid  potential  lawsuits.  The 
major  criticism  to  the  protest  is 
that  it  provokes  media  attention 
and  thus  heightens  the  curiosity 
of  the  general  public.  People 
(including  many  Chinese 
citizens)  will  want  to  see  what  the 
movie,  and  what  the  fuss,  is  all 
about.  It  is  unfortunate  but 
inevitable.  However,  we,  the 
Chinese  people  are  historically 
noted  for  being  docile  when 
confronted  with  a  situation 
threatening  our  rights.  If  we  do 
not  react  and  give  voice  now,  we 
are  accepting  the  discrimination. 
What  would  have  happened  if  we 
did  not  protest  the  W5  episode, 
“Campus  Giveaway”,  which 
falsely  showed  that  openings  in 
the  University  of  Toronto  were 
being  overly  occupied  by  foreign 
Chinesestudents? 

Movie  making  is  a  business. 
We  do  not  know  if  Cimino  made 
Year  of  the  Dragon  to  be  racist 
accidentally  or  intentionally. 
Perhaps  it  is  a  marketing 
scheme,  for  the  controversy  will 
fetch  the  pocketbooks  of  many 
viewers.  It  is  sad,  very  sad  that 
the  damage  has  been  done  and 
'.he  Chinese  have  to  pay  with 
their  dignity  and  pride,  ft

Exclusive  Interview: 

Year  of  the 
Dragon

One  of  the  most 
controversial  and  captivating 
movies  currently  showing  in 
movie  theatres  this  season  is 
The  Year  of  the  Dragon, 
directed  by  Michael  Cimino, 
based  on  the  novel  by  Robert 
Daley.  The  movie  strives  to 
portray  and  explore  the 
complex  operations  of  the 
Chinese  mafia  or  ‘tongs’  of 
New  York’s  Chinatown. 
However  this  inside  peek  only 
shows  the  worst  of  the 
Chinese  culture  and  does  not 
totally  represent  the  Chinese 
heritage  as  a  whole.  It 
emphasizes  and  at  times 
exaggerates  only  the  segment 
of  the  Chinese  community 
that  is  decadent.  As  with  the 
movie  Deer  Hunter,  Cimino 
tries  to  shock  the  audience 
with  explicit  scenes  of 
violence  to  make  a  point.  He 
does  this  well. 

This  is  an  exclusive 
interview  with  Mr.  Dock  Yip, 
who  plays  one  of  the  elderly 
tong  fathers.  Dock,  the  only 
Canadian  actor  in  the  movie, 
is  a  lively  man  in  his 
seventies,  who  speaks  with  the 
vigor  and  enthusiasm  of  a 
twenty-year  old.  Dock  was 
the  first  Asian  lawyer  in 
Canada,  a  graduate  of 
Osgoode  Hall  Law  School. 
An  honoured  and  respected 
spokesperson  in  the  Chinese- 
Canadian  community,  he  is 
not  afraid  to  state  his 
opinion.  He  is  an  extremely 
knowledgeable  and  interesting 
person  and  a  pleasure  to 
interview. 

Dialogue:  Please  tell  us  a 
bit  about  your  background. 
D.Y.:  I  was  bom  in  the 
Vancouver  Chinese  ghetto 
and  I  was  able  to  learn 
about  my  Chinese  heritage 
there.  I  went  to  Columbia  for 
my  freshman  year.  New  York 
was  not  conducive  to  studying 
so  I  transferred  to  Michigan 
State  University  and  got  my 
B.Sc.  in  chemistry.  After 
graduation  I  went  back  to 
Vancouver  and  worked  as  a 
secretary  in  the  Chinese 
consolate.  During  my  spare 
time  I  went  to  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  and  got 
B.A.  in  History  and 
Philosophy.  In  the  1940’s  I 
moved  to  Toronto  and  took  a 
public  speaking  course  at  U. 
of  T.  To  my  surprise  I  came 
in  first  place  at  a  U.  of  T.

She’s  of  Japanese  and 
Dutch  decent.  This  is  her  first 
movie.

One  lady  told  me  that  the 
situation  in  New  York’s 
Chinatown  is  close  to  what  is 
portrayed.  There  are 
shootings  in  New  York. 

Dialogue:  How’s  Toronto’s 
Chinatown? 

D.Y.:  We  have  a  very  good 
police  force.  The  fifty-six 
police  headquarters  is  right  on 
Dundas  St.  in  Chinatown.  It 
is  not  bad  here.  It’s  pretty 
peaceful.  The  police  chiefs 
work  very  well  here.  There 
are  some  gangs  here,  but  the 
police  watch  them. 

Dialogue:  Did  you  enjoy  making 
this  movie? 

D.Y.:  Yes.  I  also  know  that  I 
was  very  lucky  to  get  the 
part.  In  fact  I  take  a 
nonchalant  attitude  to  the 
movie  industry.  If  I  get  in  a 
movie  I  am  happy,  if  I  don’t 
it’s  okay,  too.  I  know  that 
getting  into  a  movie  has  to 
do  with  a  lot  of  luck. 

Dialogue:  One  last  question 
Many  people  who  saw  the 
movie  were  impressed  by  the 
great  looks  and  charisma  of 
John  Lone  and  Arianne.  They 
would  kill  me  if  I  didn’t  ask  if 
they  are  available. 

D.Y.:  Arianne  is  twenty-one 
and  single  and  available. 
She’s  living  in  New  York 
City.  A  very  nice  woman. 
Does  a  lot  of  modeling.  John 
is  also  single.  He  lives  in  San 
Francisco.  He’s  thirty  I  think. 
A  rising  actor  with  a  great 
potential  and  future.

Trying  lo  catch  a  glimpse  of 
her  Idol,  the  young  lady  in 
the  plaid  Alfred  Sung  jacket, 
skirt,  and  co-ordinated 
pantyhose  cursed,  craned  her 
neck  wildly,  cursed  again  and 
stood  tiptoe  as  the  diminutive 
designer  walked  down  the 
runway  surrounded  by  models 
while  accompanied  by  the 
applause  of  ten  thousand 
well-heeled  admirers.  Held  at 
the  Canadian  festival  of 
fashion  in  the  Superbowl 
sized  Metro  Convention 
Centre,  the  hysteria  indicated 
that  this  was  no  “tea  and 
crumpets”  fashion  show  but 
an  event  worthy  of  the 
closing  ceremonies  of  the 
1984  Olympics,  courtesy  of 
Canada’s  Guru  of  fine 
fashion  -  37-year-old 
Torontonian  Alfred  Sung. 

Two  weeks  later,  the 
distinctive,  circular  face  with 
the  round  moon  glasses  and 
bushy  black  moustache  waits 
expectantly  in  his  Spadina 
Avenue  headquarters. 

Canada’s  most  successful 
designer  is  there  to  greet  me 
donned  in  favorite  media 
uniform:  the  broad- 

shouldered  cotton  and  linen 
sweater  and  self-made  multi- 
pleated  khaki  pants  that  have 
graced  the  pages  of 
Maclean's,  Flare,  Canadian 
Business,  Vogue  and 
Women’s  Wear  Daily.  The 
pink  and  gold  Cartier  rings 
and  Cartier  wristwatch  seem 
all  part  of  the  immaculately 
conceived  uniform,  topped  off 
with  a  Gianni  Versace  belt 
and  $S  K-Mart  sneakers.  So 
this  Is  Alfred  Sung. 


Six  years  ago,  Sung  used  to 
own  a  little  boutique  in 
downtown  Toronto’s  Carlton 
Street,  surviving  by  buying 
fabric  from  discount  stores 
and  running  home  to  cut  it 
with  scissors  that  left  his 
hands  blistered  because  he 
needed  to  have  something  to 
sell  the  next  day. 

This  year,  Alfred  Sung  and 
partners  Saul  and  Joseph 
Mimran  (known  as  the 
Monaco  group)  will  gross  $50 
million.  (To  put  this  Figure 
into  perspective,  only  two 
other  Canadian  designers  have 
hit  over  $10  million  in  sales, 
Leo  Chevalier  and  Wayne 
Clark.  Sung  does  more  sales 
than  both  combined.)  His 
devoted  clientele  include  Mila 
Mulroney,  Margaret  Trudeau, 
and  Iona  Campagnolo, 
prompting  the  fashion  commu¬ 
nity  to  dub  him  as  “Canada’s 
Yves  St.  Laurent.” 
Commuting  regularly  between 
Toronto  and  his  Seventh 
Avenue  showroom  in  New 
York,  Sung’s  cosmopolitan 
lifestyle  belies  his  traditional 
Chinese  upbringing. 

Sung  Wan  Moon  (Mandarin 
Chinese  for  “a  door  in  a 
cloud”)  was  born  in  Shanghai 
on  April  26,  1948.  His  father 
was  a  tobacco  grower  who 
fled  from  the  Communist 
controlled  mainland  to  Hong 
Kong  when  Sung  was  4.  In 
the  British  Colony,  the  family 
prospered  as  importers  of  fine 
woolens,  and  Sung  indulged 
in  his  favourite  pastimes, 
drawing  and  painting.  Says 
Sung:  "When  I  was  little,  I 
badly  wanted  to  be  an  artist. 
1  think  my  father  wanted  me 
to  be  a  doctor  or  lawyer.  It 


was  my  sister  who  suggested 
to  him  -  ‘Why  don’t  you 
send  him  to  fashion  design 
school?  It’s  a  good 
profession,  it’s  creative,  and 
I  think  he  might  like  it.’” 

Leaving  Hong  Kong  for  the 
first  time  at  the  age  of  17, 
Sung  arrived  at  L’Ecole 
de  la  chambre  syndicale  de  la 
couture  parisienne  in  Paris  -  a 
name  he  could  barely 
pronounce  -  and  promptly 
became  homesick.  For  the 
first  three  months  he  pleaded 
in  letters  to  his  parents  to  let 
him  return  home.  At  the 

couture  school  the  perennially 
shy  youth  made  few  friends, 
and  was  ridiculed  for  his 

fashion  ignorance  by  teachers. 
Sung  remembers  with  a  smile 
of  the  very  early  stages 
“When  I  did  sketches,  I 
always  drew  women  like  the 
Queen.  The  Queen  for  me 
was  the  only  thing  I  could 
think  of  as  fashion,  because 
I’d  always  see  her  at  the 
beginning  or  end  of  a  movie, 
and  she’d  always  come  out 

with  these  crazy  hats  on.  My 

teacher  used  to  scream  at  me 
-  ‘Don’t  sketch  those  crazeee 
hats!’  And  I  kept  thinking... 
but  how  could  you  go  wrong? 
She’s  the  Queen!” 

Demonstrating  the 

perseverance  that  would  rock 
the  Canadian  fashion  world 
15  years  later,  Sung  graduated 
that  year  placing  a  dismal 
seventeenth  in  sewing,  but  at 
the  top  of  his  class  in  design. 
He  would  return  to  Hong 
Kong  six  years  later  to  visit, 
at  the  time  employed  as  a 
dress  designer  in  New  York. 
The  formerly  home-sick  Sung 
greeted  his  parents  wearing  a 
smile,  brightly  sequined  jeans, 
silver  sequined  platform 
boots,  and  hair  long  enough 
to  put  Crystal  Gayle  to 
shame.  Little  Alfred  had 
come  home.  His  parents 
promptly  burst  into  tears. 

Sung  eventually  came  to 
Toronto  in  1972,  after 
unsuccessfully  trying  to 
emigrate  to  the  United  States. 


At  the  time  his  two  brothers 
were  studying  computer 
science  at  Ontario’s  University 
of  Waterloo,  while  his  sister 
was  in  H6ng  Kong  embarking 
on  what  would  be  a 
successful  career  in  Chinese 
movies.  Sung’s  First  job 
was  working  in  a  Spadina 
Avenue  clothing  sweatshop 
for  $125  a  week.  To 
supplement  his  income,  he  did 
fashion  illustration  on  a  free¬ 
lance  basis  for  Chatelaine  and 
Flare  magazines.  Eventually, 
on  a  savings  of  $6,000  he 
opened  a  small  boutique  in 
downtown  Toronto  called 
Moon. 

It  was  here  that  Sung  was 
spotted  by  Joseph  Mimran, 
who  remembered  seeing  Sung 
working  diligently  in  the  store 
when  passing  by  one  night. 
Months  later,  Mimran  called 
Sung  in  a  panic.  His  designer 
had  left  for  a  better  job,  and 
the  company  had  $200,000 
worth  of  fabric:  would  Sung 
design  a  30  piece  collection 
for  $5,000? 

Sung  almost  re-wrote 
history  by  wanting  nothing  to 
do  with  the  deal  at  First.  Says 
the  designer:  “I  said  no  to 
him  because  I  didn’t  know 
who  he  was.  Even  though  I 
wasn’t  making  a  lot  of  money 
with  my  store  I  was  happy. 
But  Joseph  was  very 
persistent  and  he  called  again. 

1  told  him  1  don’t  like  to 
work  on  Spadina  Avenue, 
since  I  had  had  bad 
experiences  there  before,  but 
he  persisted  and  asked  me  to 
come  down  and  see  his 
operation.  I  went  down  and  it 
turned  out  that  they  did  have 
a  designer  there,  but  she  had 
walked  out  on  them  and  they 
were  stuck  with  all  these 
samples  of  fabrics  with 
nobody  to  Finish  the 
collection.  I  looked  at  the 
fabric...  which  I  liked,  and 
thought... it  won’t  take  that 
long  to  do.  It’s  probably 
going  lo  take  a  couple  nights 
work  and  I  could  use  the 
extra  money.  I  never  thought 
it  would  turn  out  to  be  a 
long  term  thing.  I  worked  on 
it  for  a  couple  of  days,  gave 
them  the  sketches,  then  used 
the  money  for  travelling . 
They  called  me  back  a  few 
months  later  to  do  another 
collection.  I  guess  the  clothes 
must  have  been  selling  well, 
because  they  suggested  that 
we  become  equal  partners.  I 
thought  it  was  a  good  idea 
because  I’m  constantly 
moving  on.  I  hate  to  stop.  At 
the  same  time,  I  was  sick  of 
all  the  paper  work  I  had  to 
do.  I  enjoyed  doing  the 
drawings,  but  the  last  thing  I 
wanted  was  to  work  with  my 
accountants.  I  Figured  if  I 
became  a  partner,  they  would 
look  after  the  business  side 
and  I  would  look  after  the 
creative  side.  It  seems  like 
it’s  been  a  long  time,  yet  it’s 
only  been  5  years.  1  guess 
business  has  been  growing 
quite  fast...  When  we  started, 
we  all  dreamed  of  being 
successful,  but  nobody 
expected  it  to  happen  so 
quickly....” 


Indeed,  in  the  last  few 
months  alone,  the  Monaco 
Group  has  released  Alfred 
Sung  Pantyhose,  suedes, 
leathers,  furs,  belts, 
sunglasses,  gloves,  and  socks  - 
in  addition  to  his  already 
well-established  Alfred  Sung 
Collection  and  more 
affordably  priced  Sungsport 
lines  of  clothing.  This  is  on 
top  of  debuting  a  new  Alfred 
Sung  “Monaco”  line  targeted 
at  16  to  30-year-olds  and 
priced  below  the  Sungsport 
line.  Two  stores  have  already 
opened  in  Toronto,  a  gigantic 
6,000  square  foot  “barn”  on 
Queen  St.,  and  a  smaller  600 
square  foot  store  in  Toronto’s 
exclusive  Hazelton  Lanes, 
right  next  to  Sung's  own 
“Alfred  Sung"  boutique.  The 
Group,  under  the  aggressive 


Hechter,  Pierre  Cardin,  Anne 
Klein,  Ralph  Lauren  and 
Calvin  Klein  all  use  the 
building  as  their  Toronto 
headquarters.  Yet  it  is 
understood  who  is  the  King 
of  Canadian  fashion.  While 
Dior  and  Lauren  occupy  two 
modest  satellite  offices  each, 
Sung  commands  two  floors. 

As  the  interview  proceeds 
between  cups  of  mid-day 
coffee,  assistants  wander  back 
and  -forth  asking  questions. 
What  do  you  think  of  the 
colour,  Alfred?  Is  the  sample 
too  short?  With  7  design 
assistants  working  on  various 
aspects  of  the  collection  (2 
work  on  Monaco  Group,  2 
on  sportswear,  1  on 
accessories,  1  on  Sungsport, 
and  1  on  sweaters)  the 
designer  spends  the  bulk  of 
his  time  sketching  the  top  line 
“Alfred  Sung  Collection”  and 
going  in  and  out  of  board 
meetings.  It  is  barely  the 
summer  of  '85,  but  already 
they  are  putting  the  finishing 
touches  to  the  Spring  and 
Summer  ’86  collection.  Sung 
shows  me  an  African  print 


that  he  has  designed 
to  be  debuted  in  Summer  ’86, 
while  explaining  his  thinking 
process:  “I  usually  get  a  lot 
of  inspiration  from  fabrics, 
I'll  spend  the  time  developing 
the  fabrics  first,  and  from 
there  I  do  the  actual 
sketching  using  the  simplest 
lines.”  For  Sung,  the  process 
of  design  is  always 
fascinating.  Taking  “idea 
boards"  the  designer  cuts  out 
pictures  from  books, 
magazines  and  other  forms  of 
media,  and  pastes  them  on 
standard  8'/i”  by  11" 
cardboard.  In  this  case,  the 
African  print  collection  has 
been  inspired,  bizarrely 
enough,  by  pictures  of  a  sea 
shell  (to  give  him  a  tropical 
mood),  a  hairy  camel's  back 
and  a  pair  of  old  shoes. 

Sung  takes  me  on  an 
extended  tour  of  his 
headquarters  which  covers 
two  floors  of  the  building 
including  a  huge  fabric 
storeroom  where  leaden  bolts 
of  fabric  lie  ready  for  the  fall 
collection.  As  we  walk  into  the 
sewing  and  sample  rooms,  all 
eyes  turn  in  curiosity  as  the 
"Boss"  walks  in  with  his 
visitor.  The  Alfred  Sung 


direction  of  the  Mimran 
brothers  haven't  been  resting 
on  their  laurels:  in  the 
coming  year,  there  will  be 
Alfred  Sung  perfume, 

luggage,  and  the  next  logical 
step  -  menswear. 


Sung’s  Toronto  office  on  720 
King  Street  places  him 
literally  next  door  to  the  eiite 
of  the  fashion  design  world. 
Christian  Dior, 


touch  is  evident  in  the  decor 
of  the  rooms,  where  the 
austere  but  striking  simplicity 
of  white  melamine  and 
frosted  lucite  meet  the  quiet 
authority  of  dense  gray 
carpet. 

In  the  operations  room, 
Sung  is  particularly  excited 
with  a  new  computer  that 
allows  him  to  draw  patterns 
while  having  it  graded  and 
plotted  on  a  printer.  Where  it 
took  2  days  to  grade  (size)  a 
jacket  by  hand,  it  now  takes 
less  than  half  an  hour.  Like  a 
kid  in  front  of  a  new  video 
game.  Sung  shakes  his  head 
in  amazement  when  he  learns 
that  the  computer  increases 
production  by  60%,  saving 
fabric  by  squeezing  in  as 
many  pieces  of  the  pattern  to 
be  cut  in  the  minimum  space 
available.  It  is  a  reminder 
that  big  time  fashion  is  as 
much  a  product  of  cold 
mechanical  efficiency  as  it  is 
inspired  creativity. 

Still,  it  is  understood  that 
Sung  is  no  fashion 
trendsetter,  at  least  not  in  the 
league  of  a  Giorgio  Armani 
or  Yves  St.  Laurent.  The 
secret  to  his  success  seems  to 
lie  in  his  passion  for  what 
some  might  call  the  mundane, 
the  classic  with  a  personal 
twist.  His  clothing  is  aimed 
squarely  at  the  middle  of  the 
road,  featuring  co-ordinates 
with  clean,  simple  lines  that 
are  timeless,  and  according  to 
some  critics  “boring."  It  is  a 
criticism  that  Sung  laughs  off: 
“It  doesn’t  bother  me  because 
I  believe  that  I’ve  done  what 
the  customer  wants,  and 
that's '  the  most  important 
thing.  I’m  not  trying  to  make 
a  statement.  Yes,  the  press  is 
important,  but  I'm  not 
designing  for  them." 

Not  surprisingly,  Sung’s 
favourite  designer  is  American 
Calvin  Klein,  whom  he 
admires  not  for  his  designs, 
but  for  his  business  sense: 

“I  think  he  knows  his 
market.  He’s  consistent  and 
he  sticks  to  what  he  believes 
in.  I  think  it’s  important  not 
to  be  swayed  by  what's  going 
on,  and  I  like  his  philosophy 
of  very  pure,  clean  classics. 

But  his  ability  of  being 
consistent  season  after  season 
is  the  most  important  thing. 

I’m  not  as  well  known  as 
Calvin  or  Ralph,  but  during 
the  next  five  years  we’ll  be 
opening  20  more  boutiques 
across  the  States.  Hopefully, 
it’ll  only  be  a  matter  of 
time.” 

Sung  seems  determined  to 
emulate  the  success  of  his 
American  counterparts. 

Already  the  Monaco  Group 
has  hired  the  art  director  and 
photographer  responsible  for 
the  "Town  and  Country"  feel 
of  the  Ralph  Lauren  ads,  and 
is  currently  having  his 
perfume  bottle  designed  by 
the  creator  of  the  Calvin 
Klein  bottle.  Currently,  the 
Group  spends  3kS%  of  gross 
wholesale  sales  on  advertising 
annually.  Advertisements 
appear  regularly  in  Vogue. 
Bazaar,  and  Women’s  Wear

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The  Final  Judgment

Midnight.  It  was  the  hour  of 
the  final  judgement.  Bright 
streaks  obliterated  the 
darkness.  The  violent  noise 
shattered  across  the  sky  and 
deafened  my  ears.  The 
rhythmic  explosion  of  the 
pouring  rain  blasted  like  a 
Wagnerian  opera.  Would  we 


survive?  The  scenario  of  the 
disaster  crept  through  my 
mind  as  I  recalled  the  severe 
battles  against  the  adversities 
of  the  day. 

It  was  four  o’clock  Friday 
afternoon.  Although  it  was 
only  the  second  day  of  my 
first  bicycle  trip  with  my 
friend,  1  was  physically 


exhausted;  my  legs  were 
aching  from  pedalling.  The 
only  things  I  wanted  to  do 
for  the  rest  of  the  day  were 
to  eat  and  go  to  sleep.

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ABOUT  MICROCOMPUTERS

Welcome  back  to  another  year 
of  Dialogue!  This  year, 
searching  for  a  wider  audience,  I 
have  agreed  to  be  less  technical  in 
my  explanations  and  will  answer 
more  beginners’  questions. 


Dear  Yin, 

How  can  I  use  a  personal 
computer  for  university? 

Pragmatist 

DearPrag, 

No  one  really  needs  a  personal 
computer  (also  called  a 
microcomputer).  It  is  simply  a 
luxury  that  makes  your  school 
work  a  bit  easier.  The  main 
advantage  to  owning  a  computer 
is  its  versatility:  it  can  perform 
all  kinds  of  different  tasks 
because  of  its  programmability. 
An  electronic  spreadsheet  is  used 
for  numerous,  iterative 
calculations.  A  word  processor 
helps  to  write,  edit  and  print 
essays  and  reports.  A  language 
such  as  BASIC  or  PASCAL  is 
used  for  programming  the 
computer  for  your  own 
applications.  Also,  there  are  the 
video  games  which  allow  you  to 
release  your  frustrations. 

A  truly  useful  computer  must 
have  at  least  64K  of  user  memory 
(RAM)  and  an  80  column  video 
screen  (a  screen  displaying  80 
characters  across).  It  must  have  a 
half-decent  video  monitor  and  at 
least  one  disk  drive  (two  are 
better).  Extra  features  include  a 
printer  for  hardcopy  output  and 
a  modem  for  communication 
with  other  computers.  But  the 


most  important  thing  is 
SOFTWARE.  Software  is  to  a 
computer  as  records  are  to  a 
stereo  system;  it  is  what  makes 
the  computer  do  all  those 
wonderful  chores  that  it  does. 

Some  popular  personal 
computers  that  fit  a  student’s 
needs  are  the  Apple  II  series  or 
the  IBM  PC  series  since  they  are 
powerful  and  readily, 
expandable.  A  complete  system 
for  an  Apple  lie  is  about  S2G00; 
an  IBM  PC  is  about  S3G00. 
However,  this  does  not  include 
software.  I  don’t  recommend 
Commodore  64’s  or  ATARI’S. 
Although  these  computers  are 
cheaper,  they  are  only  good  for 
playing  video  games  and  more 
serious  software  is  limited  or 
non-existent.

How  do  I  connect  my 
computer  to  the  U  of  T  BICS 
computer  system  from  home?

Dear-Kilobaud, 

You  need  a  computer 
(preferably  with  an  80  column 
screen  so  I  recommend  an  Apple 
II  or  IBM  PC  computer)  with  an 
appropriate  RS232  interface  and 
a  300  or  1200  baud  modem. 
Sometimes,  the  modem  and  the 
RS232  interface  are  built  as  one. 
Also,  you  need  a  terminal 
emulation  program.  A  very  good 
one  is  ASCII  EXPRESS 
PROFESSIONAL  by 

Southwestern  Data  Systems  and 
is  available  at  the  U  of  T 
Computer  Store  in  the  new 


bookstore. 

To  call  up  BICS,  dial  978-6200 
for  300  baud  rate  (for  slower, 
less  expensive  modems)  or  978- 
3959  for  1200  baud  rate  (for  high 
speed  modems).  When  it 
responds,  it  will  say:  “ENTER 
CLASS”.  Type  in  “43”.  Then  it 
will  ask  you  for  the  terminal 
type.  Type  in  “DM1520”  in 
order  to  get  emulation  exactly 
like  the  terminals  at  Sidney 
Smith  Hall  or  Robarts  Library. 

Do  this  and  you  are  connected! 
Sign  on  like  you  usually  do. 
However,  there  are  a  few  keys 
that  you  can’t  find  on  the  Apple 
II  that  are  on  the  university 
terminals.  When  BICS  asks  you 
to  "PRESS  ENTER”  after  a 
screen  has  been  filled  with 
information,  type  control-L. 
The  line-retype  key  —  “ .  ”  on  the 
terminal  is  ESC-P  on  the  Apple 
(press  “ESC”  then  "P”).  This 
retypes  the  input  line  you 
previously  entered.  The  log-off 
key  (“F4”  on  the  terminal)  is 
ESC-3.  This  method  is  a  bit 
complicated  but  it’s  proven! 

If  you  do  not  have  a  terminal 
emulation  program  like  ASCII 
EXPRESS,  don’t  despair.  You 
can  still  use  any  terminal 
program.  When  you  call  up  and 
it  asks  you  for  "TERMINAL 
TYPE”,  type  “HARDCOPY” 
instead.  Using  this,  you  don’t  get 
the  full  screen  editing  features 
found  on  a  terminal  but  you  can 
still  use  it  to  enter  data. 

Let  me  warn  you  that  the  only 
advantage  to  hocking  up 
through  the  telephone  is  the 
convenience  of  not  having  to 
wait  for  a  free  terminal  in  the 
computer  rooms.  However, 
when  BICS  is  busy,  you  might 
have  to  wait  (iike  any  other  soul) 
to  get  on  into  the  actual 
computer  and  this  may  take  half 
an  hour.  The  modem  terminal  is 
much  slower  than  the  direct 
hook-up  terminals  at  school  —  a 
program  listing,  if  long,  may 
take  several  minutes  to  print  out 
instead  of  simultaneously 
appearing.  This  is  because  the 
data  transfer  of  a  modem  is  only 
300  bits  per  second  (or  1 200  baud 
if  you  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
high-speed  modem)  instead  of 
the  usual  4800  baud  at  school. 
Telephone  lines  were  not 
designed  to  carry  computer 
information!  [

One  of  the 
highlights  is  the  first  song  on  the 
album,  Castles  in  Spain.  The 
song  reminds  the  listener  of  an 
army  marching  forward  which  in 
turn  gives  the  listener  a  metaphor

for  hope  and  bravery.  It  has  been 
remixed  for  the  album  to  give  it 
more  of  a  dance  sound.  The 
following  song  is  a  folksy  love 
song  entitled  Kyria.  It  is  a  well- 
crafted  song.  Jobson  sings  with 
passion  and  there  is  effective  use 
of  imagery.  Also  on  the  first 
side,  their  third  single  can  be 
found.  We  Can  be  Brave  Again 
thunders  like  an  anthem.  Jobson 
shows  off  his  “yelp”.  His 
intense  and  resounding  vocals, 
plus  the  resounding  and  uplifting 
music  make  these  songs 
noteworthy.  Before  ending, 
there  is  one  song  that  does  not 
work.  It  is  their  second  single, 
The  Giory  of  Love.  It  is 
repetitious  and  the  music  lacks 
any  uniqueness  or  spark. 

Overall,  although  spotty  in 
places,  the  Armoury  Show’s 
debut  album  is  a  good  indication 
of  better  things  to  come.

Daily,  announcing  “This  is 
Alfred  Sung."  It  is  an  ad 
campaign  so  successful  that 
one  feels  like  saying  "I  know, 

I  know”,  on  seeing  another 
Sung  ad  in  Vogue,  which, 
incidentally,  costs  $20,000  US 
per  page. 

Publicity-shy  bung  haa 
learned  the  value  of  self¬ 
promotion.  Gone  are  the  days 
when  if  someone  stopped  him 
on  the  street  for  an 
autograph,  Sung  would  reply 
“He’s  my  brother!”  and  run 
away.  “It  took  me  a  while  to 
get  used  to  the 
attention,”  says  Sung, “but  I 
think  it’s  important  that  you 
respond  to  the  public.” 
Typically,  if  Sung  is  upset,  he 
shows  little  emotion, 
preferring  to  internalize  his 
feelings.  "I  might  get  upset 
about  things,  but  I  just  sort 
of.. .forget  about  it,"  he  says. 

In  a  typical  working  day. 
Sung  will  get  up  at  7:30  and 
leaves  for  work  at  9:30am.  In 
between  he  will  take  a  bath, 
drink  coffee  and  make  his 
bed.  "I’m  obsessed  with 
being  neat,”  he  says,  “I  don’t 
like  to  leave  in  the  morning 
with  a  messy  house.  These 
days,  though,  I’ve  been  doing 
most  of  the  designing  at 
home  because  there  are  too 
many  interruptions  at  work." 

It  is  a  preference  that  is 
understandable  when  you  see 
Sung's  marble  and  glass 
designing  table  in  his  new 
Toronto  home.  The  house  is 


custom  made  to  be  "very 
bright,  cpm  and  modem,  with 


huge  washrooms 
humongous  closets.”  Outside, 
there  is  a  garden  covered  with 
pristine  white  flowers,  the 

designer’s  favourite  colour. 

Sung’s  obsession  is  revealed 
on  seeing  ms  closet.  There  are 
shoes:  40  pairs  of  designer 
shoes  with  names  like  Susan 
Bark,  Warm  Edwatk  of 

New  York,  Cerrutti  and 
Maude  Frizon  from  Italy,  and 
Paris’  Stephane  Kelian.  A 

recent  article  in  Saturday 

Night  magazine  centred  solely 
on  Sung’s  passion  for  fine 
shoes.  There  are  shoes  that 
Sung  has  never  worn, 

sometimes  buying  two  cr 
three  pairs,  like  the  time  in 
New  York  where  he  bought 
three  pairs  of  lizard  skin 
loafers  for  $2,000.  Sung  is 
already  wearing  his  favourite 
outfit:  one  of  his  six  pairs  of 
spotless  Pro-Ked  sneakers 
(which  he  rotates  daily)  and 
of  course,  his  extra  pleated 
khaki  pants. 

In  his  spare  time,  when  he 
isn't  buying  shoes,  he  is 
buying  antiques  at 
Harbourfront  on  Sundays,  or 
collecting  and  arranging 
flowers.  In  the  summertime 
he  likes  to  relax  in  his 
garden.  Sung  avoids  big 
parties  and  never  walks  down 
Toronto’s  upscale  Bloor 
Street,  fearing  that  he  will  be 
recognized.  A  quiet  dinner 
with  friends  is  his  favourite 
pastime. 


Perhaps  the  only  regret  that 
Sung  has  is  that  his  father 
never  lived  to  see  his  success. 
His  mother  is  still  trying  to 
comprehend  it,  relieved  that 
he  can  at  least  support 
himself.  The  rewards  of 
monetary  success  and 
recognition  have  not  been 
enough  to  dispel'  Sung's 
characteristic  insecurity.  In 
the  fragile,  ephemeral  business 
of  fashion,  Sung  will  forever 
be  haunted  by  visions  of  his 
own  mortality.  “You’re  only 
as  good  as  your  last 
collection,  so  I’m  always 
the  edge,”  says  Sung.  “It  is  a 
fact  of  life  that  I  have  only 
just  begun  to  understand.”  i*
